Bulganin Replaced by Khrushchev As Russian Premier 
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R e d P re sid e n t 
Brenda Well Again, Anxious to Return Home 


Reports Change 
In Soviet Post 


Premier W ill Face 


Ike If Any Summit 


Conference Is Held 


MOSCOW UH - Nikita Khrush­ 
chev today 
became 
Soviet pre­ 
m ier replacing Nikolai Bulganin. 
His selection was announced to 
the Supreme Soviet. Russia’s P ar­ 
liam ent, by 
President 
Klementi 
Voroshilov, who had himself been 
re-elected a few minutes earlier. 
Bulganin submitted his formal 
resignation as premier — a post 
he had held since February 1955 
— as 
the joint session of the 
Supreme Soviet began. 
Then Voroshilov named Khrush­ 
chev fis the new head of govern­ 
ment. 
Khrushchev is also first secre­ 
tary of the party ’s Central Com 
mittee. He now becomes the third 
man in recent times to hold both 
top positions in the Soviet Union 
ai the sam e time.

Georgi Malenkov, who held the 
twin posts for less than a month 
in 1953. 
Bulganin’s 
eclipse 
had 
been 
widely ex pected because of his 
virtual disappearance from public 
events since March 16.

Bulganin appeared today at the 
session of the Council of Nationali­ 
ties of which he is a member. His 
face was grave although he smiled 
at the applause as he entered.

Voroshilov’s 
statement, 
which amounted to nomination, 
the parliam entary machinery went 
into action to make Khrushchev 
head of government. As such he 
will face 
President 
Eisenhower 
across the table if a summit con­ 
ference is held. 
Voroshilov gave the new pre­ 
m ier the assignment of naming 
m em bers of his government and 
presenting them for the approval 
of the Supreme Soviet.

WASHINGTON OP) — President 
Eisenhower held out to all the 
world’s people today the promise 
that studies of outer space can 
provide benefits for them and for 
their children. 
Within hours after the United 
States had put its third satellite 
into orbit Wednesday , Eisenhower 
made public a document in lay ­ 
m an’s language prepared by his 
Science Advisory Committee — an 
“Introduction to Outer Space.” 
Tangible 
benefits 
from 
better 
weather forecasting and commu­ 
nications were listed along with 
future possibilities of military ad­ 
vantages and of research benefits 
which cannot be forseen in deatil. 
The report emphasized scientific 
opportunities. It said there would 
be m ilitary advantages as well, 
especially in communications and 
reconnaissance. But it tended to 
discount talk of such things as 
satellite bombers 
a nd bases on 
the moon. It said these ‘‘appear 
to be clumsy and ineffective way s 
of doing a job.” 
It offered as a rough estim ate 
that a couple billion dollars, spent 
over 
a period of y ears, 
could 
make it possible to send a man to 
the moon and return him safely . 
How soon this might occur, the 
report said, depends on how rapid­ 
ly the program is pushed. Possi­ 
bly not even this century —or on 
the other hand within one or two 
decades. 
But it said much more could be 
done by sending smaller space 
vehicles, with robot controls, to 
carry on ex plorations and radio 
data back. 
Even before man himself moves 
into space, the report said, his 
instrumentequipped satellites can 
help mankind. Listed as ex am ­ 
ples: 
Satellites used as relay stations 
for radio and television can link 
all the corners of the world. 
They can watch, from out in 
space, the whole intricate pattern 
of the earth’s weather, spot gath­ 
ering storms and hurricanes. 
Out bey ond the distorting 
re­ 
fraction of light in the earth’s 
atmosphere, they can be stations 
from which science can see with 
clarity “ new sights forever hidden 
from observers who are bound to 
the earth.” 
With 
ultraprecision 
a t o m i c 
clocks mounted in satellites, sci­ 
entists can test the prediction of 
Einstein that the measuremen of 
time may be different in space. 
They will show the intensity of 
cosmic radiation out bey ond the 
filtering effect of the earth’s at­ 
mosphere, 
out 
in 
space 
where 
man proposes to venture.

Putting it another way, the first 
step to the moon—or to anywhere 
¡in outer space—will be a manned 
¡satellite. Then, says Stapp, it will 
be a space platform.

The next probability, he believes 
would be a moon landing and ex­ 
ploration—“ and that is about as 
! far as we can conjecture at this 
I time.” 
Stapp. a 47-year-old physician, 
is head of the aero-medical lab­ 
oratory at the Air Force Missile 
Test Center here. Next month he 
goes to Dayton to take over a 
similar laboratory at the big air 
base there. 
Of the solution to zero-G, he 
says: “ This may turn out to be 
as easy on man as it was for him 
to go through the sound barrier, 
but we’ll never know until we try. 
Indications are that he will ad­ 
just. He did when he learned to 
fly.” 
Weightlessness is the 
sort 
of 
thing you can experience for a 
fraction of a second when you 
drive at fairly high speed over a 
comparatively 
sharp 
rise 
in 
a 
highway. As the car clears the 
bump and starts down the other 
side, your body rises for an in­ 
stant off the 
car 
seat. 
Roller 
coaster riders know the same feel­ 
ing. 
Capt. Grover J. D. Schack. who 
won a Ph.D. at the University of 
Illinois this year with a thesis on 
weightlessness, 
and 
now 
is 
at­ 
tached to the missile center space 
biology branch says: “ Long-term 
exposure is something we know 
very little about.” 
Cats have an exceptional sense 
of balance. A cat held upside down 
and sropped will flip over immed­ 
iately to land on its paws. Schack 
tried it in space. The kitten staved 
upside down, 
it’s reflex 
ability 
gone. 
But in zero-G. there is no force 
to do the job. What is the answer? 
Schack thinks it lies in i ns tr u- 
ments. 
Pilots have learned to trust in­ 
struments, and he believes man’s 
adjustment to space will come in 
the same way. How soon?

The McClellan committee finally has sug­ 
gested die kind of laws that are needed to 
regulate some of the by products of collectiv e 
bargaining. 
The way is clear for the Senate Labor 
proposals to curb the abuses rev ealed during 
and Public Welfare Committee to dev elop 
¿ he McClellan committee’s inv estigation. 
Union members must be protected from 
misappropriation of pension and welfare funds 
Union treasuries must be protected from 
^hiev ery by union officials. Union organiza­ 
tions must be safeguarded against strong- 
arm despots. 


I Workers under union contracts must be 
protected from collusion between union negoti­ 
ators and employ ers. The public in general 
must be protected from gaps in ex isting law 
that create a no-man’s land where no one 
has jurisdiction of disputes. 
; There is not a point m the list that would 
not command support by bona fide union 
leaders, if they dared to speak their minds. 
Ev en more than the Senators who hav e been 
inv estigating abuses that hav e flourished un­ 
der collectiv e bargaining, the union leaders 
know where the trouble is. But they are in 
the same jam that businessmen were in more 
than a generation ago when it became neces­ 
sary to regulate the trusts, combines and 
monopolies that were riding roughshod ov er 
the country . 
They are afraid the cleanup might get out 
of hand if they admitted it was ov erdue. 
Union leaders who had been supporting the 
McClellan inv estigation while it concentrated 


on people like the indefensible Dav e Beck- 


began to grumble as soon as the inv estiga­ 


tion got around to the Kohler strike and Wal­ 
ter Reuther. They want to control the cleanup. 
Big unionism and big business hav e con­ 
fronted the American people with tough prob­ 
lems. Both hav e challenged the popular in­ 
stinct to be on guard against concentrations 
of power that become so powerful they no 
longer can be held answerable to the sov erign 
people. It was not easy to outlaw the trusts 
and hobble the monopolists more than 50 
y ears ago. It is not going to be easy to 
put a check-rein on labor monopolists and 
make it illegal for racketeers to plunder funds 
collected from working people. 


It is going to be harder than it needs to 
be, moreov er, because of a phony credo that 
unions, being organizations of working people, 
are semi-sacred and must not be touched lest 
they be destroy ed by their enemies. 
No one wants to harm any union that 
operates in good faith under the direction of 
officials who abide by the law. But unless 
public patience has been worn out of bogus 
unions that are run in bad faith by ex ­ 
tortionists and thiev es under the aegis of 
federal and state laws to protect collectiv e 
bargaining, the McClellan inv estigation has 
been a waste of time. 


Dav e Beck and J ohnny Dio should be put 
in charge of ev ery thing, to do as they please 
and sell out ev ery union member in the 
country at their own sweet leisure, then to 
sell out the country .

Any thing Wrong With a First Team? 
One branch of public school endeav or that 
no one is accusing of failure is athletics. 
The only consistent criticism of the sy stem 
Which brings each school’s best athletic talent 
to attention and v arsity activ ity , under the 
best av ailable coaches, is that not enough 
pupils are lucky enough to be giv en special 
attention. 
Yet, when it is proposed by some of the 
thoughtful people who are thinking about edu­ 
cation that the best scholarship talent sould 
be giv en the same attention as v arsity ath­ 
letes, their proposal is assailed for being un­ 
democratic and snobbish. 
. It is apparently one thing to concede that „ 
some school children can play games better 
than other children but another thing to con­ 
cede that some children hav e greater apti­ 
tude for book-learning than others. 
No one would think o^ insisting that a school 
be represented in athletics by any thing but 
its most talented play ers. But it would ap­ 
pear that many people are alarmed by the 
proposal that a school’s most talented stu­ 
dents should be regarded as a kind of aca­ 
demic v arsity , 
with 
the best 
av ailable 
“ coaches” at their serv ice. 
There is ev en more alarm ov er the sugges­ 


tion that the academic coaches should 
be 
paid as much or more than athletic coaches. 
The purpose of this comparison is not to 
make it appear there is any thing wrong with 
the standard athletic setup in the educational 
sy stem but to make it clear that schools al­ 
ready are doing in one branch of education 
what could be done with equally good re­ 
sults in another branch of education. 
Actually , nothing could be more democra­ 
tic than the process of selection by which 
outstanding athletes are dev eloped on 
a 
basis of their natural aptitude. Competition 
is open to all. Each play er must beat out 
his closest riv als to make the first team. 
Each first team is backed up by a junior 
v arsity , wnich is backed up in turn by the 
y oungsters who are breaking in as freshmen. 
And thus it goes, all the wqy down the line. 
Ev ery body has a chance to make the most 
of the natural talent he possesses. 
Is there any thing wrong with a first team 
in scholarship, to go along with a first team 
in basketball, football, swimming, track,golf 
and all the other fields of endeav or in which 
y oung Americans are permitted to make the 
most of themselv es?

t2x on the first $3,000 of their 
employ es’ wagts. The federal tax 
is three tenths of I per cent. The 
state tax v aries by sates, from 
practically zero up to 2.7 per cent. 
The federal gov ernment uses its 
tax to administer the program. 
But the tax each state collects 
goes into its own indiv idual fund. 
It draws on its fund to pay bene­ 
fits to its own jobless people. 
The 600 million dollars—as out- 
lired 
by 
the 
administration — 
would not be a gift to the states 
but a loan. Eisenhower suggests 
that the states enter into agree­ 
ments with the federal gov ern­ 
ment to get from the special fund 
what they need to ex tend the UI 
pay ments 
of 
those 
enempiey ed 
who hav e ex hausted their bene­ 
fits. 
But, if the states don’t want to 
agree, then Eisenhower suggests 
the federal gov ernment set up is 
own machinery in those unwilling 
states and draw on the 600 mil­ 
lions to ex tend the pay ments any - 
hcw. 
How would it be paid back? Ei­ 
senhower suggests this: 
Tf, at the end of four y ears a 
state on its own had not paid back 
what the federal gov ernment had 
put up, then the federal tax on its 
employ ers would go up unil full 
repay ment was made. 
But a state, to sav e its employ ­ 
ers from the higher tax , could do 
this: 
Its legislature—any time before 
those four y ears were up—could 
meet and v ote to repay the feder­ 
al gov ernment either out of that 
state’s own treasury or out of its 
unemploy ment insurance 
reserv e 
fund. 
Many states now hav e so much 
money in their reserv e fundo that 
they could afford—if they wanted 
to—to ex tend their weeks of job­ 
less pay . 
Since they hav e preferred not 
to, some state gov ernors will not 
be happy about the 600 millions 
Eisenhower proposes since it will 
hav e to be paid back. The gov ­ 
ernors would hav e accepted tfce 
money more readily if it were a 
grant, or gift. 
But Eisenhower would hav e run 
into some criticism if he had sug­ 
gested giv ing the states a gift of 
600 millions. So the plan he pro­ 
posed is a compromise.

This was the mood before World 
War II, and it gav e Hitler his prin­ 
cipal basis for encouragement. The 
Nazi dictator thought he would 
hav e a pushov er and hence started 
a war on Poland that became a 
big war. 


Today the Communists are mak­ 
ing rapid strides throughout the 
world. They are benefiting by the 
disunity inside the Western coun­ 
tries and the naiv e acceptance of 
the idea that a “ summit” confer­ 
ence with the Kremlin dictatorship 
will 
bring 
peace wih 
disarma­ 
ment, lower budgets, and the ease 
and 
comforts 
of 
an 
enjoy able 
ex istence. What really is lacking 
is the courage to face reality . 
There is little ev idence of a spirit 
of sacrifice or ev en of faith in 
ideals among many of the leaders 
of 
political 
thought 
here 
and 
abroad. Any one who, like Secre­ 
tary Dulles, sticks to his conv ic­ 
tions is condemned as “ inflex ible” 
or ‘idealistic.” The times, it is 
said, call for a “ deal,” ev en with 
gangsters. 


MEANWHILE, the Sov iet Union 
is winning the “ cold war.” From 
the Far East to the Middle East 
and 
from 
the 
Arab 
countries 
clear 
across 
North 
Africa 
to 
Morocco, 
th 
Communist 
ap­ 
paratus is gaining ground by pene­ 
tration and political infiltration. 
Puppet gov ernments ev ery where 
proclaim their new “ nationalism,” 
but the inside facts show they are 
siooges of the Kremlin. 
England and France hav e been 
weakened from within by Com­ 
munist strategy , which capitalizes 
on the political ineptitude of lead­ 
ers who put party interests abov e 
their country . 
West 
Germany ’s 
gov ernment is being undermined 
by political groups play ing th e 
Communist game. 
In 
America, 
President Eisen­ 
hower’s leadership in world policy 
is constantly assailed by his politi­ 
cal opponents, thus affording the 
men in the Kremlin the encourage­ 
ment they want as they continue 
their plotting and scheming in he 
Far East and Southeast Asia as 
well as in the Middle East. 
Communist 
agents 
and 
their 
pawns are activ e ev ery where in 
propagandizing points of v iew that 
are, by coincidence, alway s taken

THE TRUTH IS that the Sov iets

European opinion will be 
frightened into refusing the use of 
missile bases to American forces. 
This would naturally mean a

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FBI Files Solve Scores of Intriguing Mysteries as Public Service 
Fingerprints Write Crimeless Drama

Fingerprints 
help so lve sco res o f intriguing m ys-1 
teries each year th at have no thing 
to do with crim e. 
Fo r agents o f the F ederal Bur-1 
eau o f Investigatio n use the tell­ 
tale ink sm udges to lo cate m iss­ 
ing perso ns and identify vctim s 
o f fatal disasters ranging fro m a ir­ 
line crashes to attacks by m an- 
eating sharks. 
This little kno wn public serv­ 
ice is pro vided by the F B I’s Iden­ 
tificatio n Divisio n which o perates 
the largest and m o st efficient fin­ 
gerprint sto reho use in the wo rld. 
The elabo rate filing systen co n­ 
tains alm o st 148 millio n sets o f 
fingerprints belo nging to abo ut 74 
m illio n peo ple. 


The m ajo rity o f these are co n 
twined in the no ncrim inal sectio n 
which files prints co ntributed by 
m o re than 13 ,000 agencies. A nd 
agents agree th at cases whi c h 
♦nese prints help so lve are o ften 
mo re dram atic than the o nes in­ 
vo lving no to rio us gunm en o r spies. 


A TYPICAL EXAMPLE is t h e 
case of Gregory LaTraille w h o 
walked into the FBI’s lx >s Angeles 
o ffice and asked agent to find his 
father whom he had never seen. 
W hat little information LaTraille 
co uld give was immediately sent 
to ID specialists in Washington. 
Their files contained a set of 
the fath er’s prints which had been 
m ade when he applied for a job 
with the U.S. Naval Air Station in 
Seattle.

Heart Surgery Now Saves Babies 


Little could be done for the in­ 
fant who was born with a con­ 
genital defect of the heart or larg­ 
er blood vessels, in the past. 
The physician tried to make a 
diagnosis of where the difficulty 
lay, advised rest and frequently 
was farced to tell the parents that 
nothing could be done and that 
the outlook for normal health and 
life span were dim. 
Today, thanks to the astonishing 
progress which has been m a d e 
with heart and blood vessel surg­ 
ery based on investigations in the 
dog laboratory, a great many chil­ 
dren doomed to ill health and 
untimely death can be treated 
with great success. 
One of the most important de­ 
velopments of heart surgery has 
been that used in the treatment 
of so-called “ blue babies.” The blu­ 
ish color of the skin which pro­ 
vides the common name is caus­ 
ed by lack of oxygen attached to 
the hemoglobin or coloring mat­ 
ter of the blood. 


IN BLU E BA BIES the deficien­ 
cy of oxygen is the result of a 
malformed heart or of the large 
blood vessel near it. 
Such defective structures per­ 
mit the blood from the veins 
(which contain little oxygen) to 
mix -with the blood from the ar­ 
teries. The bright red blood of the 
arteries has passed through the 
lungs and has there received the 
normal oxygen supplies needed. 
There are several kinds of mal­ 
formations of the heart which will 
permit this mixing of oxygen-con­ 
taining and oxygen-poor blood. 
The various kinds are too nume­ 
rous and too complicated to des­ 
cribe in detail. They have such 
technical names as coarctation of 
the aorta, tetralogy of Fallot, or 
pulmonary stenosis with intact ven­ 
tricular septum. 
Tjie nature of the defect does 
make a difference, however, be­ 


cause some kinds can now be suc­ 
cessfully treated by surgery and 
others cannot. 


IN ONE OF THESE conditions 
the passageway .between the heart 
and one of the large blood ves­ 
sels which should normally close 
before birth fails to do so. This 
is called a patent or open ductus 
arteriosus. Often this opening can 
now be closed by delicate heart 
surgery. 
Several other congenital malfor­ 
mations of the heart can also be 
treated successfully by surge r y. 
For this reason careful study of 
each case has to be undertaken in 
order to make a diagnosis and to 
decide whether or not surgery of­ 
fers good prospects of providing 
relief. 
Of course there are risks and 
these must be weighed agai n s t 
what would be expected if noth­ 
ing is attempted. But the risks are 
constantly being lessened by im­ 
provements in surgical methods, 
improved means of administering 
anasthesia and better before and 
after operative care. 
Now, too. surgery can sometimes 
be used for disorders of the heart 
other than those present at birth. 
It is virtually certain that such 
progress will continue. 


BIOLOGY EX PER T D IES

He was an associate professor 
of biology at Western Reserve 
University, where he had been a 
member of the staff for 29 years. 
He also was head of the anatomy 
department at the Frank E. Bunts 
Educational Institute, an affiliate 
of the Cleveland Clinic 
Founda­ 
tion.

This means that some 25.000 men 
will be working on the hu ge power 
complex 
before 
it’s 
finished. 
They ’ll all hav e to join what are 
now' tiny u nions in western New 
York—or at least get work per­ 
mits from these ou tfits in the 
Laborers Union, the Operating En­ 
gineers Union and other constru c­ 
tion ou tfits. 
At a dollar a day per man that’s 
an enormou s “take” for a local. 
And by the time the contractors 
pay into welfare and pension fu nds, 
scores of millions of dollars will 
be loading down locals which now 
oou ldn’t lift a banqu et tab at 
a 
roadside diner. 
On ray way north and west this 
trip I was told that the “bosses 
are simply waiting for the big 
thaw—when both the snows and 
the gov ernment money will start 
flowing. In a few weeks the con­ 
stru ction boom will be on again— 
recession or no recession. 


ALREADY SOME regional labor 
chiefs in western New York hav e 
been told by the “boy s” to get 


ou t of office or pu t the goons on 
the pay roll or simply tu rn their 
pension and welfare fu nds ov er to 
the right people. The threats hav e 
been downright u gly and melo­ 
dramatic. 
The mu sclemen see this reces­ 
sion and the hu rried spending as 
their chance for the biggest wind­ 
fall since the shakedowns and 
black marketeering of the big war. 
Not only are there projects and 
plans like the Niagara Power and 
the 160 million dollar St. Lawrence 
Seaway , in v irtu ally ev ery com­ 
mu nity the local gov ernments are 
working with the federal people 
on one--simple way ou t of the re­ 
cession—constru ction 
and

constru ction. 
This means hau ling and digging 
and the u se of thou sands of u n­ 
skilled laborers. It means that the 
mu nicipalities, the states and the 
federal gov ernment hav e to deal 
with the v ery u nions ex posed by 
the McClellan committee—and with 
other u nions still to be ex posed 
this su mmer. 


WHEREVER y ou go y ou find 
that the first millions are being 
spent on digging u p fields for new 
airports or new ru nway s, ripping 
u p streets for new sewer sy stems 
and clearing slu ms for low cost 
hou sing. 
In all areas y ou hear honest 
u nion men and honest contractors 
report that the old tou gh crowd is 
still where it alway s was.
